24. (New) A food structure comprising.' 

a pocket formed fiom dough, wherein the pocket has a length dimension, a width 
dimension and a depth dimension, wheidn the lenglh dimension is substantially gnsater 
in ejrtent than 4e width dimension, and wherein the width dimension is substantially 
greater in extent than tiie dqith dimension;
